CONCERNING WATER. 
We recentiy repelled the charge that the 
people of St. Louis waste more than half the 
water pumped, and claimed that probablv 
ten per cent would cover the waste which 
could be clasged as willful or negligent. 
Those zig-zag diagrams.of the Water Com- 
missioner do not and cannot be made to sub- 
stantiate the charge. The Commissioner 
says that half as much water is used during 
the night as is used’ during the day, and 
therefore it is wasted. 
This does not follow. If there weré less 
time and money spent in making zig-zag 
di-grams and watching gauges, and a good 
odd-fashioned prescription dose of common 
sense used, this use of fifty per cent of the 
maximum pumped could be easily accounted 
for. 
First, there is the confessed waste of ten per 
cent by the water-takers. Nine-tenths of 
the important fires occur at night; here un- 
counted millions of gallons are consumed. 
Then the lavish waste of water by public in- 
stitutions ® to be taken into account. Also, 
many manufacturing establishments and 
many kinds of business use water at night, 
This, with the twenty per cent of leakage of 
pipes, which no meter can remedy, fully 
accounts for the wate? that is lost. 
We protest against the unproved charge 
that the people willfully waste fifty per cent. 
of the water. We should like toask Mr. 
WHItMAN if authority, by ordinance, has 
not been given to place meters in all our pub- 
lic buildings? Thereis such an ordinance. 
We strong!y recommend immediate obedi- 
ence to this jaw. The public ought to know 
of the great waste by its servants, who act 
as if they had a right to waste the water be- 
cause it costs the city nothing. 
Few people know that $280,000 per annum 
is paid for water measured now by meters. 
About forty per cent of all the water used is 
paid for by meter. Boston pays nearly 
$100,000 to its Water Department for the 
use of water for its Fire Department. Why 
should not the city of St. Louis pay also for 
its water? The Water Department needs the 
money to extend the works. Asa matter of 
sheer justice this should be done. Chief 
SEXTON thinks that our Fire Department 
uses as much water as that of Boston. Our 
Water-works supply the city with all this 
and some four million gallons daily for its 
public service, and in spite of these draw- 
backs earn over seven hundred thousand 
dollars per annum. 
And yet Dr. LEETE is not happy unless 
we concede that the suffering public waste 
fifty per cent of all the water pumped 
Dr. LEETE relies on the wonderful engineer- 
ing ability of those fellows at the City Hall. 
Bat we have !earned to distrust thei: super- 
fine calculations. How many times have the 
United States engineers proved that Eaps 
could not sueceed with his jetty system in 
deepening the channel of the Mississippi? 
We value science, but we want it mixed with 
sense. 

We insist upon a free use of water for the 
poor. They have none too many comforts, 
and should not be stinted in the use of water 
through fear of using an extra bucketful, 
lest they should have to pay more than they 
now do. As a sanitary matter the city au- 
thorities can not afford to stint the people 
in the use of water.

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HE HATH A WAY. 

Our able State Senator, the Honorable T. 
T. HATHAWAY, has favored us witha copy 
of his very remargable speech delivered in 
the Senate on behalf of his amendment to 
the gainbling law and designed to soften the 
asperities of the same. Barring the fact 
that the Senator spells philosopher “phyl- 
osoper”’ and speaks of ‘“‘eracing’’ evils, the 
construction of the speech is very fine in- 
deed. The Senator starts out with the 
declaration that he loves Christians and the 
Christian character, and is unqualifiedly 
opposed to vice in all its forms, ‘especially 
gambling, prostitution and _ dissipation.” 
And yet they do say that the Senator used to 
linger around the edges of a “‘jack pot” with 
as much fervency as any gentleman tbat 
ever pitched his tentin Jefferson City. This 
was probably before he became a Reformer. 
Senator HATHAWAY takes the bold ground 
that itis impossible to eradicate the vice of 
gambling, and that, therefore, it is true 
statesmanship to endeavor to control, regu- 
Jate and direct. It may interest some of the 
Christian people of St. Louis, who are so 
much respected and admired by Senator 
HarTHawAy, to know the style of argument 
that is thought to be effective at Jefferson 
City in dealing with the gambling evil. We 
extract from the speech: | | 

We.are charged to regulate, by law, the evils of 
which we complain and are subject to, not to un- 
ertake the resurrection of the dead in sin. These 
wre cardinal and tal principles underly- 
ing the geyius and policy of our institutions, And 


now let us examine, without prejudice, into t 
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sponsible resorts of that character, because no 
minors or boys were allowed in them. 
Has all of this produced the reform an- 
ticipated? Does the author of that measure 
wrap himself up im the _ self-satisfying 
fact that the sin is abandoned and de- 
stroyed? or that a like crushing out of the 
saloons will establish temperance upon a prohibi- 
tory basis, and open the way to individual ad- 
vancement and honor? If so, innocent faith is 
much stronger than works. No, sir; in the city of 
St. Louis, and within the its Of the district I 
have the honor to represent in this body, there 
has come into existence a multitude of places 
where the game of draw-poker is made the sub- 
stitute of the green cloth of the faro bank and 
keno. That which has been made a felonious 
crime in a few places has clandestinely spread to 
numerous resorts, and its fangs are striking the 
hearts of the youth of that city. The aanger and 
the corrupting influences are’ a hundred times 
greater than when a law judiciously regulating 
the evil was inforce. Instead of confining the 
disease go a locality, like a contagion, it has 
spread, shattering the best promises of our 
youth, 
Another phase of this subject deserves consid- 
eration, and that is the material prosperity of our 
city. Select, if you piease, the stock-men and 
shippers of the Southwest, and those in the West, 
tributary to our city, or the large majority of 
merchants who come forward to make their semi- 
annual purchases. Are they coming toa city where 
the old blue laws of Connecticat prevail and by an 
indiscretion they are subject to arrest and pun- 
ishment? Are they to be entertained at church 
by having their sins recited and the penalty fixed 
beyond redemption? Will they spend a portion 
of their accumulated wealth, and patronize a city 
in which the gloom of perdition is held eut for 
their entertainment? No; they will go to Chicago 
or elsewhere, to sell their stock and products, 
spend their money and make purchases where 
they are not subject to imprisonment for the exer- 
cise of reasonable and rational liberty. That 
class of men support our hotels, our merchants, 
theaters, and all of the minor industries of a lib- 
eral metropolitan city. It is not the 
class that walks with his gripsack from the 
depot to some cheap boarding-house, and 
stingily discounts his close purchases, that 
builds up the wealth of a metropolis. Go ask the 
retail merchants of St. Louis, the tobacconists, 
the livery men, the dealers in cattle and horses, 
the barbers and the tailors, if they are not now 
experiencing the effects of a law which I have 
shown to be inadequate for the correction of a 
vice. Another illustration is pertinent to this 
matter. The capitalists, coming from the East, 
or the good deacon, going from St. Louis, in the 
search after an advantageous position for the es- 
tablishment of a commercial business or indus- 
try, and stopping off from the _ railway 
at several towns -in the West for the 
purpose of examining their condition and 
resources. Do you imagine they are go- 
ing to invest their capital in some great 
moral movement with the expectatation of re- 
ceiving liberal cash dividends? Do you imagine 
that they will piant their money ina town where 
clergymen and laymen alike are employed in 
making stringent laws and estaplishing public 
policy, instead of being the conservators of good 
order and the admiuistrators of law? Will ‘they 
invest in a town where the chief occupation of its 
citizens is to continually investigate and manage 
the personal affairs ofothers? Or would they be 
attracted to the place where they can hear the 
roar of the blast furnace, the sound of the ham- 
mér, the click of the shuttles and the hum of the 
mill? Where there is a supply of water and fuel, 
both of which are utilized, and where the mer- 
chant and mechanic alike are prosperous, without 
devoting their time to the overthrow ofthe Dar- 
winian theory. 

The thing that strikes us is the anxiety 


which has seized Senator HATHAWAY touch- 
ing the revival of the ancient game of draw- 
poker in his section of the city and his some 

what vague and shadowy reference to the 
Darwinian theory. 


A NoDAWAY county jury ordered that 
Mr. JoHN MARTIN BRopDRICK sould serve 
three years anda half in. the Penitentiary 
for seducing SARAH LEONA LANNING under 
apromise of marriage. But BRoODRICK’s 
father put $1,600 in the hands of a trustee to 
be invested in real estate for SARAH and her 
heirs, on condition that she would marry his 
son and thus save him from the Peniten- 
tiary. The trial had fully vindicated the 
young girl’s character, and under the advice 
of friends she consented. Instead of doom- 
ing the youth toa convict’s fate, the Judge 
performed theceremony which made them 
man‘and wife, and now, if the young man 
does not make a good busband, SARA will 
atleast have a little home of her own. The 
statute which dangles a felon’s sentence be- 
fore the eyes of him who violates a sacred 
troth and wrongs a loving and _ too confiding 
girl in cases like this isa great improvement 
on the aid damage suit. <A _ still further im- 
provement would leave the sentence hanging 
over the conscripted husband, to take effect 
whenever his wife shall refuse to vouch for 
his good behavior towards her. 
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THE MASON-HARRIGAN contested elec- 
tion case which went up to the Supreme 
Court so rapidly came down from the Su- 
prem; Court yesterday more rapidly than it 
went ‘up, the Court giving the opinion that 
it could notina quo warranto proceeding 
disfranchise five thousand qualified voters of 
the city. Nobody expected any other decis- 
ion, and the only explanation of the bring- 
ing of the suit ts that itis an illustration of 
how very slight is the wisdom with which 
the Democratic party in St. Louis is gov- 
erned.

THERE is a good deal of anxiety about 
seed corn in Iowa and Illinois, where it is. 
feared the excessive cold of last winter kill- 
ed the germs of the corn, and farmers there 
are looking to Missouri and Kansas for seed 
corn.

After a severe 
Winter it sometimes happens that the only 
sure thing in seed corn is that which was 
pulled in the fall after thoroughly maturing 
and bulked with the husk on in cribs or 
nens. An experienced eye can distinguish 
the winter-killed germs at sight, and it is not 
safe to plant corn which, on examination, 
shows a large proportion of them.

A Recipe For Raviola.

‘-hubby,”. an ex-Memphian, was frequently at 
these feasts and now he sighs for ravivla. am 
afraid if I cannot get the recipe here that he will 
go back to the Bluff City, and I beg the all-know- 
ing and all-powerful PosT-DISPATCH to help me 
keep him here.

RAVIOLA. 

[Of course we will assist you to keep hubby at 
home, but inasmuch as raviola is a very expensive 
and difficult dish to compound, it might be better 
to let him take an occasional trip to Memphis, 
Here is the.recipe: Raviolais made of calf or 
hog brains, eggs, cheese, spinach and olive oil. 
Brains are used raw; eggs also; cheese—Parme- 
san cheese grated; spinach well boiled, strained, 
all water pressed out and finely chopped. Beat 
the eggs and mix the whole mass;add sufficency 
of fine olive oil and a “suspicion” of very fine 
chopped garlic. This may be prepared a day be- 
fore using, and kept well covered in a cool place. 
It ought to have the consistency of ordinary 
stuffing. Make a good dough, like a fine pie 
crust, rollit out in thin sheets and place a tea- 
spoonful of the mass onit, coverit by lapping 
a part of the sheet over it, and cut it out with a 
suitable cutter, Press the edges down to enclose 
the filling tightly. When a desired quantity of 
such pieces are made, boil the same suflicienily 
and cullender; after that they are used the 
same as if they were maccaroni and you wished to 
make the dish Known as baked maccaron: A few 
mushrooms placed with the Parmesan, between 
the layers in the pan,will increase the flavor.—Ep.

The di- 
rectrix isa large stone on the levee just below 
Market street, andisthe standard used bv the 
Harbor Commissioner. We are not quite prophet 
enough to tell just how high the water of 1884 will 
be, but, making allowance for St. Patrick’s Day, 
we supposed that 1844 was meant and have an- 
swered accordingly.—Ep.

A PUGILISTIC PARSON 


Thumps a Man Who Exposed His Crooked 
Dealings in Money Matters. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, March 20.—There is much excite- 
mentinthe yillage of Randolph, in Cattaraugus 
county, over the sudden return to that place of 
Rey. B. F. Bowen, a former pastor of the Baptist 
church there, and over a personal assault of the 
most ferocions character he almost immediately 
made on Geo. H. Babeock, a member of the 
church, Mr. Bowen entered the grocery store , 
where Mr. Babcock is employed, and handing a 
letter to the latter, asked him if he haa written it. 
Mr. Babcock replied that .be had, when the 
preacher strnck Babcock and proceeded to beat 
him violently, until outsiders rushed to 
the latter’s aid. AS Bowen was 


held, he declared that he would “tear Babcock’s 
heart out if it took twenty years.” In 1879 Bowen 
made a wide reputation as an eloquent assistant 
of Francis Murphy in his Temperance Crusade. 
Randoijph being without a pastor tendered the 
place to Bowen and he aecepted, beginning in Oc- 
tober, 1879. One Sunday in the following May 
he was not in his pulpit and his wife 
ae out that he had gone to see 
iis father in Pennsylvania. A month later she 
said he was in New York undergoing treatment 
for a wound he had received during the war. When 
ne went away he had severa! hundred dollars of 
borrowed money. He wrote from New York to 
aegrocer named Lockwood for $50, stating he was 
at the hotel without money and was suffering from 
the treatment of his wound, Lockwood sent tne 
money and requested his brother, a lawyer in 
New York, to : 
CALL ON BOWEN 
and see that he wanted for nothing. The lawyer 
found Bowen in the. best of heaith 
He told a story of losing money in Wall street 
and tried to borrow from Lock we The lawyer 
aid bis tare, and after an absence of seven weeks 
1¢ again appeared before his congregation. Then 
began an investigation as to his antecedents. It 
was found that he had been dismissed from the 
Mount Pieasant Church, in Newark, for raising 
money on imdorsed notes. which he 
never paid. His former church, at 
Cold Springs, N. Y., dismissed him for 
peculiar methods offinaneclering. Before that he 
was in Garretsville, O., where he was compelled 
to leave on account of money transactions.  Be- 
fore preaching at Garretsville Bowen oceupied the 
pulpit of the Baptist church at Salem, Q., from 
wuich he was dismissed on evidence furnished 
by A. H. Pease, clerk of the Baptist church of 
Oshkosh, Wisconsin, who, hearing that Bowen 
was at Salem, wrote to the chureh there, that 
Bowelteccupied the pulpit at Oshkosh for a time, 
but word came trom Almout, Michigan, that he 
was arrested lor. 
OBTAINING MONEY UNDER FALSE PRETENCES, 
and had abused the leniency of the officer by leav- 
ing the place inthe night. When the Oshkosh 
church heard of those chagres the clerk, Mr. 
Pease, to avoid scandal, went quietly to Mr. 
Bowen and asked him to the resign, and he did 
so. He said he had a call from the church 
at Waupaca. He induced Pease to 
sign a note with him for $150, which he obtained, 
romising to send it to the clerk when he got to 
tis new charge and received the first installment 
of his salary. The money did not come. and when 
Pease made inquir’ +. Waupaca he found Bowen 
had not been tunere. This was in 1868. It was 
ascertained further by the Randolph investigators 
that Bowen bad occupied a pulpit: in Cornwall,

WILD WOOD BONNETS. 

One of the most exquisite Easter bonnets 
shown this season was designed by a Phila- 
delphia lady artist. The foundation is in 
spring-green Ottoman silk, with an inside 
pleating of Pompadour lace, beneath a shir- 
ring of pale pink Surah silk, with which the 
bonnet is ined. The shape is peculiar, for 
the front is not only pointed, but the entire 
brim is cut out in floral effects, so that 
the untrimmed bonnet looks like a lovely 
flower. 

The outside decorations consist of a 
wreath about brim, formed of variegafed 
swamp honeysuckle flowers,mixed with those 
of the fragrant ellow and. white 
jessamine—both vine flowers. On one side 
is a large cluster of hawthorn and crab-apple 
blossoms, and half hidden by the flowers is 
@ humming-bird’s nest, containing three 
tiny eggs. A jabot of Pompadour lace in

Above this is a deeper, wider 
pleating of gray and blue velvet, and stiil 
above isa puff ruffie of plain blue velvet, 
over which fall the pointed turrets of the 
Overskirt, in gray and bine uncut velvet, 
upon which tropical birds in gray and 
blue are appliqued, at least twenty- 
five of these retty birds being 
over the front and sides of the skirt. The 
bodice and paniers are of plain blue velvet, 
the tunic being draped in festoons in front, 
over sides and still deeper in. the back. The 
waste is finished with. a simulated square 
neck, formed of silver gray and blue velvet 
and rich white lace, which is also quilled in- 
to the neck.

A HERMIT’S HOME. 


How He Lives and Defies His Apache 
Neighbors. 
From the San Francisco Rural Press. 


Professor Lemmon and his wife recently | 
returned from a botanizing tripin the wilds 
of Arizona. ‘The Professor bore letters of 
introduction to a curious old hermit, the on- 
ly occupant of Rucker Valley, calling him- 
self Dr. Monroe. That. was theit objective 
point. As.they approached his cabin the 
noise of their feet stirred his hens to. cacK- 
ling, then the upper part of his door opened 
and the old hermit appeared—a little old 
man with a hooked nose like an eagle’s, a 
dilapidated straw hat over his right ear, long, 
fine hair, streaked with gray, and piercing 
black eyes. His clothing was half mititary 
and half frontiersman. He read the letter 
and then opened the lower part of the door 
and invited his guests in. 

The hermit entertained. his guests: with 
stories of his life and instruments of defense, 
which consisted of a certain tunnel, so in- 
eniously constructed that itis worthy of 
escription. At the back of the cabin some 
sacks were ‘carelessly hung, which, when 
drawn aside, disciosed what appeared to be 
a cellar, but which really waa the opening of 
a tunne! 120 feet long, with a double elhow 
in the middie anda cabin at eachend. The 
tunnel was just high enough for himself, and 
he wasashort man, only about five and a 
haif feet high. The bottom and roof were 
rough with cobble stones. The middle was 
enlarged to allow for strong defense. It was 
very dark, and unless one was aequainted 
With it, it was of no use to try to follow the 
hermit. For defense, in case he was over- 
powered, he had an arrangement of fuse, 
‘carefully covered over with rock and cobbles, 
whieh when fired wou!d blow up everything. 

‘This Dr. Monroe wasa very intelligent 
man and had evidently moved in high cireles. 
He had had some. twenty-three occupations 
in life, from piaying the clarionet ina. cir- 
cus to teaching school in Virginia and prae- 
ticing medicine. Hanging over the fireplace 
were not less than tweive hats, in different 
stages of dilapidation, and he was never seen 
without one of these on. He never put it 
Square on his head, but always on one side. 
He kept cats and chickens, and when asked 
why he did not have a dog hesaid that sever- 
al vears azo he had a partner ona mining 
scheme and they had a dog which was con- 
sidered very faithful. Oneday the partner 
returned to the cabin to get dinner, and when 
Dr. Monroe reached it an hour later he found 
his friend dead, ‘The dog had not given the 
alarm. of the approach of the Indians, but 
had skulked off and hid. After that he never 
had any faith in dogs.

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His Skull in His Pocket, 
From the San Francisco Examiner. 

On December 4, 1876, John Harris, a miner, 

was working atthe bottom of the Yellow 
Jacket shaft, Gold Hil. Through the eare- 
lessness of one of the workmen at the top of 
shaft an axe was dropped through the mouth 
of the pit, which in its descent struck Harris 
on the head, the Keen edge cleaving his skull 
diagonally and stretching him at full length 
in a bleeding and supposed dying condition. 
Ile was immediately conveyed to the open 
airand medical attendance summoned, al- 
though his death was expected at any 
moment. The sufferer proved to be very 
tenacious of life and the attending surgeon, 
Dr. Manson, decided to remove the injured 
portions of the skull, which was accomplish- 
ed suecessfuliy, thirteen pieces, covering an 
area 244x2% inches on the apex of the crani- 
um being taken out. Strange to say, Harris 
began to improve and at the expiration of a 
few weeks the flesh had grown over the 
aperture and he was apparently as well as 
ever. Harris has since been to England, his 
native country, and applied tothe surgeons 
of Guy’s Hospital in London to perforin the 
trepanning vperation, which they refused to 
do under the circumstances, as the wound 
had entirely healed and they deeined it pru- 
dent to let well enough alone. They, how- 
ever, pronounced his recovery one of the mir- 
aculous events of the century and wereata 
loss to account for it upon any surgical hy- 
pothesis, 
Mr. Harris is still engaged. in mining, and 
claims to be abieto perform as much work 
with the pick and drill as any of his com- 
rades.. Heis now in this city ona short 
visit, and yesterday exhibited to an Examin- 
er reporter, With pardonab.e pride, the upper 
crust of his headpiece, the detached particles 
of which he carries around in a small sack.

CURIOUS SCENES. 
Stacks of Silver Chanced Away at an 
Indian Tournament in Nevada, 
from the Winueimucca Silver State. 

The Piutes are having a grand gambling 
tournament here. In the daytime they meet 
on the sunny side of one of their wickiups, 
from which they extend wings by tying blank- 
ets on poles, to break the wind. The gamblers 
who engage in the tournament place two poles 
on the ground about ten feet upartand parall- 
el with each other and seat themselves on the 
ground, _ cross-legged, outside the oles. 
‘Lhere are generally six or eight bucks on 
each side, and the stakes, which range from 
$2 to $20 in silver, are stacked on the open 
ground between the paraliel poles. Each 
side.is furnished with six er eight short 
sticks and four long ones. Two strings of 
smail-shells tied in the form of rings are 
then precured, and when it ts decided by 
chance which side shail take these shells the 
game begins. 

A low, monotonous chant, accompanied by 
striking the poles with the long stieks and 
the swaying of their bodies to and fro, as if 
keeping time with the chant and noise made 
by the stieks, is commenced by the side who 
won the shells, and the two bucks who have 
possession of. the shells move their hands and 
arms and change the shells from one hand to 
the other and finally conceal both hands un- 
der their blankets and cease moving them. 
This seems to be the signal for one of the 
bucks on the ether side to guess which hand 
the shelis are concealed: in. if he guesses 
right the shelis are thrown to his side and 
two of the short sticks. Then the chant and 
itis accompaniments is taken up by that side 
and continued untii the sheils are won back 
by the other side. 

When all the short sticks are on one side 
the game is decided, the side having the 
sticks being the victors. The chant and 
beating the poles. and swaying to aud fro 
ceases until the stakes for.another gaine are 
deposited, when the performance is re- 
peated. All day long and far into the night 
by the light of a sagebrush fire this gambling 
is continued, and considerable money 
changes hands. The squaws and children 
arrange themselves outside the gamblers and 
look on for hours, apparently as much inter- 
ested in the game as the players.

DEAD CARP. 


Will they Stand Our North Missouri 
Winters? 
W. H. Terrell in Macon (Mo.) Republican. 


I am-sorry to have to report that my carp 
fish are all dead. I did not discover it till 
the iee- thawed out, when they all came to 
the surface dead. The cold winter seems to 
have been too severe for them, and I fear 
this settles the carp fish question in this lati- 
tude, as.I feel that I gave them a fair show 
in my pond, it beingin the. shape of a rec- 
tangle. with flat mud bottom. Length 155 
feet. width 105 feet, with an average depth 
of 7% feet of. water,. and greatest depth of 
water 12% feet.. Water, as clear as spring 
water. -Nostock allowed to go to it, nor any 
sediment allowed to be washed into it. Lt 
was entirely.ent. oft from the stream, a chan- 
nei for the stream being cut around it. I 
built the pond at an expense of nearly 
$200. There were, two other kinds 
of fish in the pond, the common pereh 
or sunfish, and the common chub, the 
last two pete in by accident. They are 
also: dead. There can be no doubt of, the 

reat value of the carp as a food fish in the 
ferttudes, where the does not freeze so 
thick.
